Listed in Betts by virtue of its 1776 date, these dies are actually 
from about 1807. The Philadelphia Mint continued to produce 
examples from the original dies through most of the 19th 
century, but few survived in this kind of grade. The absence of a 
reverse rim break below 9 oclock places this as a slightly earlier 
strike than many.

The 
scavenger’s presence has allowed the tin to remain boldly brilliant, 
which is exactly why it’s there. The detail is sharply rendered on both 
sides, and the concentric lathe lines remaining from the machining 
of the unstruck planchet are still subtly visible. The fields show trivial 
handling marks and lines, but none are terribly significant. 


independence from Britain. Quite symbolic, this medal illustrates a 
Frisian in ancient armor holding the hand of a young Indian Maiden 
representing America while holding back Britain who, while holding 
out an olive branch, stands with her lion at her side and a snake in 
the grass at her feet. 


Probably struck in Germany for a principally Dutch and French 
audience, this medal borrows the “Libertas Americana” legend from 
the popular medal conceived by Ben Franklin, placing it with two 
allegorical scenes. One depicts King Louis XVI gesturing to a pole 
topped with a Dutch style “free hat” that displays a 13-striped shield, 
representing the new United States. The reverse shows a goddess of 
Victory holding the shields of four European powers — England, 
France, Spain, and the Netherlands — while a Gorgon-faced shield 
of war is cast aside.

17 is seen in shadow in the upper left obverse field, and a similar 20 
retains its ink in the upper left reverse. The rims are barely filed, just 
at the outermost portion of the obverse rim and similarly subtly and 
deftly along the right side of the reverse.

The detail is razor sharp to full throughout the 
design and, in fact, this piece is nicely double struck. Evidence for the 
latter is best appreciated with the aid of the loupe, and then again while 
examining the central motifs on the obverse. There is a bold witness 
line on the edge, and typical Paris Mint rim filing is seen on both 
sides. The fields are faintly prooflike and also reveal pretty powder 
blue and pale rose undertones at direct viewing angles. This is the only 
metallic composition in which the John Eager Howard at Cowpens 
is considered common, but most bronze examples in numismatic 
hands are post-1830 Paris Mint restrikes from original dies. Those are 
distinguished by Paris Mint edge markings. This original striking with 
a plain edge is decidedly scarce, however, the Adams-Bentley survey 
(2007) reporting 26 examples of this type. A similar original striking 
sold for $5,040 in our November 2019 John W. Adams sale, and we 
expect very strong interest in this Specimen-65 that sits as the only 
example graded by PCGS in this category.

The Piece that Kept Franklin from Making a Mistake 
Struck in January 1783

the original paper still present on the blank back. Bright lustrous 
evidence of the tin beneath is visible at the peripheries of the 
back. The struck side is glossy and appealing, even dark gray 
with no major defects. Details are spectacularly sharp, and some 
aspects of the design like the cuirass on Minerva’s chest and the 
finer contours of her face have been refined from earlier state 
cliches into a more finished form. 


This fascinating progress proof was made at a very particular 
moment of this die’s journey to completion. Like all cliches, it 
was intended as a temporary form, a snapshot of the die’s current 
state, intended for the eyes of the engraver and his patron. The 
exergual legend is not present, though various raised scribe 
lines are visible in the exergue. The peripheral legend is the 
most interesting part of this piece’s design, however: NON SINE 
DIS ANIMOSUS INTANS — INTANS, rather than the correct 
spelling, INFANS. Fortunately, the person to whom Benjamin 
Franklin sent this cliche noticed: Alexandre-Theodore 
Brongniart, an architect and man of letters who was a vital link 
in the chain that connected Franklin with both the designer of 
the reverse, E.A. Gibelin, and medalist Augustin Dupre who 
brought the Libertas Americana medal to fruition. 


On January 23, 1783, Brongniart wrote to Franklin: 


‘I have the honor of sending to Mr Franklin two new proofs 
of the medal, noting that the head is not quite as perfect as it 
should be, that the serpents held by the child will be larger and 
better drawn; moreover the engraver put ‘intans’ instead of 
‘infans and this spelling mistake shall be corrected. 


“Thave the honor of reminding Mr Franklin that he had promised 
what he shall have inscribed on both sides at the bottom of the 
medal, and this matter alone prevents its completion.” 


Brongniart is acting as a go-between from Dupre, who produced 
this object, to Franklin, who commissioned it, all while serving 
as a vital critical eye. In a February 1785 to Franklin, Gibelin 
attests to Brogniart’s role in his involvement: “the medal of the 
United States of America that you had struck last year (sic) 


was modeled after the design that I composed at the request of 
Monsieur Brongniart.” 


Not only was Brongniart’s helpful edit of the legend corrected, 
but Dupre fixed his design flaws as well: on the final version, 
the lower of the two snakes has an additional coil at the end 
of its tail and the upper snake shows a forked tongue. Other 
improvements seen on the finished medal include the addition 
of DUPRE E near the exergual line and the addition of a 
Gorgon’s head to Minerva’s cuirass. 


Brongniart not only pointed out corrections - he followed up 
to make sure they were received and executed. On January 31, 
1783, he wrote to Franklin again: 


“M. Brongniart has the honor of sending his respects to 
Mr. Franklin and begs him to let him know if he was given 
Friday of last week [i.e. the day after his previous letter was 
sent, January 24] two new proofs of the medal, and among 
others that of the head of Liberty. Mr Franklin has seemingly 
forgotten to send to Mr Brongniart what he wishes to have put 
at the bottom of the medal on each side, and this holds back 
the engraver who wishes to complete this work.” 


This confirms that Dupre also made cliches that, like this 
one, had no exergual legend, but with the correct form of the 
peripheral legend. No such cliches are known today. 


We know of just four Libertas Americana medal cliches, all of 
the reverse: this lot, Adams: 2093, Ford:288, and the framed 
and inscribed piece last sold in our 2012 ANA sale. We presume 
at least a few exist, if poorly documented, in institutional 
collections. 


While every splasher has a great history, no trial piece for the 
Libertas Americana medal has so much direct documentary 
support as this one. When it was cataloged in our Ford sale, 
its major consequence was missed. Joined with the paper trail 
that fully explains it, this is an object of substantial historical 
importance and one of the only numismatic items that can be 
documentably placed in Franklin’s own hands.

191.3 grains. Called somewhat mishandled by John Ford while 
in his collection, an arc of the outer rim of this piece has broken 
away, but remains present, representing an unstruck area 
from roughly 2 oclock to 4:30. The surfaces are deep gray and 
pleasing, original and attractive despite assorted marks, some 
old wax that remains present, and as-made surface roughness. 
The backing paper is a part-printed scrap, perhaps a bill of some 
sort, upon which the words and others are visible, along with 
a manuscript note. Despite its appearance, this is a specimen 
of resounding historical importance, produced for Franklin’s 
personal inspection as a final draft of the finished but as yet 
unhardened reverse die of the Libertas Americana medal. It 
was apparently this state, indeed a cliche essentially identical to 
this one, that Franklin sent to Sir William Jones in March 1783 
with a note stating, the engraving of my medal, which you know 
was projected before the peace, is but just finished. None are 
yet struck in hard medal, but will be in a few days. Unhardened 
dies are incredibly susceptible to damage, as 18th century die 
steel (and modern steel today) is brittle before it is hardened 
by quenching. Once a die is hardened, modification becomes 
very difficult, so if changes need to be made, they need to be 
done in that fragile, unhardened state. Engravers in major mints 
— Paris especially — were accustomed to making soft metal 
impressions as something of a proofreading copy, enabling the 
negative die to be viewed in the positive in rough draft form. 
Wax impressions were liable to leave bits of wax in the interstices 
of design elements, thus engravers settled upon tin (usually 
called “white metal” in modern numismatic circles) as the best 
medium. Tin melts at 450 degrees Fahrenheit, a low enough 
melting point to be accomplished in any small workshop. A ladle 


full of molten tin poured onto a surface will cool and harden 
fairly quickly, but it will remain soft long enough that a die can 
be easily pushed into it by hand, leaving a relatively durable 
impression in medal. Most often, medalists would find a piece 
of scrap paper — a note, a newspaper, a book page — to pour the 
tin atop, thus preventing their workspace from getting scorched 
and making the tin sheet somewhat easier to lift and trim. These 
splashers were not intended to be medals, or even permanent, 
but simply a temporary way to display the state of the die in 
the positive before its devices were rendered immovable. Each 
was personally crafted by the engraver in his shop. In the case of 
the Comitia Americana medals, the epreuves made by Duvivier, 
Dupre, and Gatteaux were ultimately intended to be viewed and 
handled by themselves and those close to the process. Benjamin 
Franklin’s first experience with this form appears to have been 
his review the epreuves of the De Fleury medal, made between 
April 20 and May 4, 1780, prior to his recommendations 
regarding the lettering in that medal’s obverse exergue. Engraver 
Augustin Dupre retained many of his splashers in his personal 
collection, some of which found their way into institutions in 
France and the United States. Thomas Jefferson used cliches as 
a spendthrift (and lightweight) way to collect all the medals of 
the Comitia Americana series, assembling a set for himself and 
another for his Virginia countryman James Madison. The exact 
history of this cliche is unknown, but its rarity is clear. The only 
other Libertas Americana reverse cliche from this finished state 
in private hands is the framed and inscribed piece last sold in 
our 2012 ANA sale, though we would not be surprised if at least 
a few exist, unrecognized.

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Spectacular Silver Libertas Americana Medal 


A Noble Form of an American Classic 
Last Sold Publicly in 1997 
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“1781” (1783) Libertas Americana Medal. Original. Paris 
Mint. By Augustin Dupre. Adams-Bentley 15, Betts-615. 
Silver. MS-63+ (PCGS). An exceptional example of the single 
most famous and most desirable medal of the American 
Revolutionary era. Astonishingly beautiful toning graces both 
sides, gently overlaid by two dozen decades of gentle preservation 
in shades of pale blue and violet over largely brilliant surfaces. 
The toning is light and subtle, enriched with traces of gold and 
olive, a departure from the frequently dark or heavy coloration 
seen on silver examples of this medal. The sharpness is superb 
on both sides, and the surfaces have avoided any significant 
damage or handling. Beneath the portrait of Liberty, two small 
dark spots serve as distinguishing features, and a small area of 
above-surface roughness beneath JUIL is visible but similarly 
inconsequential to the magnificent eye appeal. The die state is 
remarkably early, retaining the guidelines used to punch in the 
letters in the reverse exergue, an aspect that quickly disappeared 
and is abraded away on all but the most high grade examples. 
This piece was among the first struck, likely among the first 
distributed, and remains among the very best to survive. Any 


Libertas Americana medal is special, with their personal 
connection to Benjamin Franklin and their superlative stature 
among American medals. Silver examples inhabit an outsized 
role, both for their unique visual appeal and their rarity. Among 
the rare space occupied by these elusive silver strikes, very few 
are nice: the population is dominated by those that have been 
handled and mishandled, dropped and cleaned, slid into and 
out of cabinets, darkly toned and reversed and toned again. 
This piece is a rather notable exception by virtue of its grade, 
its delicate toning, its originality, and its superb aesthetic 
impression. This example was acquired by B.G. Johnson, 
apparently from the Brand Estate, in the 1930s. It remained 
privately tucked away in the collection of pieces left to one of 
Johnson’s assistants, a group of coins that eventually made its 
way to Spink America’s unassuming sale of June 1997. Acquired 
there by Alan Weinberg, it was sold privately to the Cardinal 
Collection and has remained off the market for many years.

As such, 75 is probably reliable 
for the copper ones and 125 is likely accurate for this, though 
this more fragile composition undoubtedly contributed to a 
greater degree of loss over the years.

An 
exceptional red and brown specimen with just a trace of light residue 
on the reverse from what appears to be an old spill resulting in slightly 
uneven toning. Both sides are still rather handsome, the obverse 
particularly so with considerable red remaining in the recesses and 
soft overtones of chocolate-brown and iridescent blue. Very sharply 
struck and no visible evidence of handling to speak of. As noted 
by Q. David Bowers in our January 2011 offering of his personal 
collection, “The term Young America was popular in the mid-19th 
century and was used for many purposes, including the name of a 
town (in Minnesota), several ships, various toys, and in cartoons.

this die, Bolen captures the patriotic spirit of American youth...” 
or perhaps the relative youth of America itself at a time, in 1862, 
when the American Civil War seemed to threaten its very existence. 
Though it was reported in the 1882 Edwin L. Johnson listing that 
75 were struck in copper, it can't really be considered common in 
any metal. This type was not included in our February 2014 sale of 
the Musante Collection in any composition, and our online archives 
include only about five appearances of each, copper and brass, over 
the last decade.

Perhaps Just Two Known

A richly original steel-gray and antique gold specimen with a 
slightly lighter appearance on the reverse. Both sides are fully 
struck with a soft satin texture to smooth-looking surfaces. 
According to Musante, the reverse die was cut in 1862 by 
Bolen and sold to Mason, then to Dr. Edwards, and to Cogan 
with further intermediaries before it ended up in the holdings 
of the ANS. The obverse die is unaccounted for. The Lovett 
obverse paired with its original reverse, struck pieces in silver, 


copper, brass, and tin. This is only the second example of this 
muling that we can account for, the first being the Musante 
plate specimen that sold as lot 6654 in our January 2011 New 
York Americana Sale as part of the Q. David Bowers Collection. 
A lovely memorial to this fallen Major General who died at 
Chancellorsville in 1863 at the age of 38, having attained the 
highest military rank. The importance of this Bolen piece 
cannot be overstated. Whether or not you ever own this rare 
muling may well depend upon your success in this sale, for if 
this piece goes into a museum collection it will be forever lost 
to the private sector. 
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1892 United States Assay Commission Medal. By George T. 
Morgan. JK AC-36. Rarity-5. Silver. MS-65 (NGC). 33 mm. A 
handsome matte specimen richly toned in a blend of pewter and 
mauve-gray. Fully struck with expert surface preservation that will 
please even the most discerning collector. The Mint delivered at least 
25 silver impressions from these dies in 1892 to fill the medal cases 
that it purchased on February 8 of that year. The dies were put to 
use in later years, accounting for at least one silver restrike in 1906. 


Interestingly, most silver strikings of this type that we have handled 
in recent years have been impaired due to light wear or cleaning. The 
only exceptions are the present example, the PCGS Specimen-64 
from the Larry Baber Collection sold in our March 2021 Auction, 
and the Mint State specimen from the Collection of Charles E. 
Barber that sold as lot 4845 in our (Stack’s) January 2010 New York 
Americana Sale. A rare offering for the specialist.

As American minting 
technology advanced, it became possible for these medals to actually 
be struck in America, and the dies were dispatched from Paris to the 
Philadelphia Mint, but they promptly went missing and were never 
used to produce American-made examples. By the 1870s interest in 
medals was increasing in this country, and Chief Engraver Charles 
E. Barber was tasked with preparing new dies based on lead proofs 


of the originals. The name of the original French designer (Dupre) 
was retained, however Barber unobtrusively added his name and 
the date 1876 to the new dies. Medals (Julian CM-15) were then 
produced for collectors in bronze, and occasionally in silver for the 
next hundred years. Recently the Monnaie de Paris, the original 
minting place of these medals, was contacted to reproduce the United 
Stated Diplomatic Medal once again, in a smaller size, using the 
most modern of medal production techniques. The result are these 
impressive Proof medals with an adaptation of the original design 
struck in gold to a total weight of two ounces. We have handled 
both 37 mm and 41 mm formats; these are 41 mm medals. (Total:

This specimen was awarded to Joshua Rufus Nichols, a pivotal 
figure in the development of the American railway system in 


the mid-to-late 19th century. Born in 1831 in Upstate New 
York, Nichols worked at the Chicago, Burlington, and Quincy 
Railroad in Chicago from 1854 until 1869, when he then began 
working as the Assistant Superintendent of the Union Pacific 
Railroad in Omaha, Nebraska. It was presumably during his 
time with the Union Pacific Railroad that he was awarded this 
historic medal. It was obviously well cherished and cared for and 
it is among the very finest known survivors.

The striker shows signs of being struck by a few matches, and creases 
in the paper are noted in multiple areas, though Lindbergh’s portrait 
remains largely unaffected by these. Staple holes where matches were 
once secured are noted and confirm the cover was indeed used in 
circulation. The backside of the cover reveals a small area of paper 
loss (on the opposite side of NEW YORK CITY from the reverse), this 
from presumably being glued in a scrapbook at one time. Fortunately 
this damage is absolutely undetectable from the front-facing side. 


The Lindbergh matchbook cover has been considered the Holy Grail 
of covers among phillumenists (persons who engage in the hobby of 
collecting matchbooks, matchboxes and other associated material). 
It's rarity has long been recognized, but interest began to really grow 
in 1970 when one reached the then record price of $160 at auction. 
By 1991 one had sold for $4,000 which held the record until 2015 
when one was auctioned for $6,000. That remains the record holder 
for highest price paid for a matchbook cover and it is listed in The 
Guinness Book of World Records. In 2011, 11 examples were traced. 
This example could be a newcomer and the total number known may 
be higher today, but demand remains strong and most collectors have 
never even seen an example. As such, we anticipate strong demand 
and vigorous competition. 


In May 1927 Captain Charles Augustus Lindbergh won the Orteig 
prize for being the first aviator to fly non-stop from New York City 
to Paris. He accomplished the 3,600 mile flight in 33 1/2 hours and 
found success where many others had failed and even lost their lives. 
He arrived in Paris to a crowd of an estimated 150,000 people and 
was immediately launched into worldwide fame. After a brief tour 
in Europe he returned back to the United States on June 11th and 
was awarded The Distinguished Flying Cross by President Calvin 
Coolidge. He flew from Washington D.C. to New York City on June 
13th where he participated in a tickertape parade along the Canyon of 
Heroes. On June 14th he was honored with a grand banquet attended 
by 3,700 people, the occasion for which the matchbook we offer here 
was printed. Soon after, Lindbergh was promoted to the rank of 
Colonel and awarded the Medal of Honor by President Coolidge. In 
January of 1928 he was honored by Time magazine as their first Man 
of the Year (now Person of the Year).

August 13th, 1969 was a busy day for the Apollo 11 astronauts who 
participated in a massive tickertape parade in New York City in the 
morning, then after a flight on Air Force One participated in another 
tickertape parade in Chicago. Two million people turned out in 
Chicago's downtown to see the Apollo 11 astronauts. At the Civic 
Center Plaza (now Daley Plaza), Mayor Richard J. Daley welcomed 
them along with a crowd estimated at 100,000 to present them with 
medals making them honorary citizens of Chicago. Before the day 
was finished, they were back on Air Force One to be hosted at a 
state dinner in Los Angeles with President Richard Nixon. Chicago 
Tribune press photos exist of the moment when Mayor Daley 
awarded these medals to the astronauts, the boxes identical to that 
which we offer here.

Lustrous golden surfaces are virtually pristine, and the high 
relief devices fully present exacting details. Housed in a cabinet 
style blue leather box with gilt decoration and with a functional 
latch. A stand on the reverse pops out and acts as an easel. The 


front of the case reads EDWIN E. ALDRIN in gilt lettering and 
the reverse MEDALLIC ART CO. / NEW YORK. The interior is 
red plush and white silk and is unmarked. 


Though we are unaware of the specific ceremony in which 
this medal was awarded to Aldrin, there is no doubt this was 
a special presentation piece. The case references Aldrin, and 
the gold composition is clearly something special. Designed by 
Ralph J. Menconi, the Medallic Art Company manufactured 
these medals in sterling silver (limited to 10,000 pieces) and 
bronze (open edition) and both are easily obtainable on the 
secondary market today. We have never encountered one in 
gold, however, and have unable to locate any other examples 
though we strongly suspect identical examples were awarded to 
Armstrong and Collins.

Beautifully preserved, there are only a few tiny specks where gilding 
has been lost, these primarily confined to the unseen edge. Otherwise, 
essentially as issued. Housed in a red leather case with functional 
spring closure and with gilt Paris coat of arms at top center. The 
interior is red plush and silk with no markings. 
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Paris was the seventh city of the Apollo 11 astronauts “Giant Step” 
world tour, and the second European city in a hectic schedule. Like 
in other cities, numerous individuals and reporters were ready to see 
the men and the city was abuzz with excitement. The astronauts met 
with the Prime Minister and were awarded the honor on October 
8th, 1969. 


The Medal of the City of Paris, Grand Vermeil, was created in 1911 
to recognize individuals or groups. It is considered to be Paris’ most 
prestigious honor and has been presented to a variety of cultural 
and political figures. It comes in bronze, silver, large silver, and the 
highest level, vermeil (as here).

Beautiful, bright golden surfaces are expertly preserved and 
satiny smooth. Housed in a cream leather case with functional 
spring clasp and gilt papal seal at top. The matching plush and 
silk interior is unmarked. 


Contemporary accounts of Pope Paul VI describe him as being 
especially interested in space travel. He, along with millions 
of others throughout the world on July 29th, 1969 watched 


on television as the astronauts first landed and walked on the 
moon. A few minutes after landing, he sent them a message of 
blessing, salutations and honor. He also sent a special blessing 
with other world leaders on a silicon disc that was left on the 
Moon's surface. When the astronauts and their wives were 
granted an audience with Pope Paul VI on October 16th of 1969 
as part of the Giant Step tour, he presented them with multiple 
gifts and medals. Interestingly, this one, a Pius XI award, is not 
listed as an official award to Aldrin from the Pontifical Academy 
of Sciences and instead appears to be a personal gift from 
Pope Paul VI himself. The words “dono dedit” (as a gift) allude 
to this. None of the other Pius XI medals we have researched 
contain such language. As such, this medal is one of a highly 
personal nature from the head of the Catholic church to one of 
the most famous astronauts of all time. We anticipate aggressive 
competition among collectors when it crosses the block so be 
prepared with only the strongest of bids.

The Grand Order of Italy is an Italian Masonic Grand Lodge founded 
in 1805 which remains in existence today. 


While astronaut Neil Armstrong bears the title of the first man to set 
foot on the Moon, many individuals celebrate Aldrin as being the 
first mason to do so. Though the distinction may seem immaterial 
to the uninitiated, it is a point of pride among freemasons still today. 
For Aldrin, freemasonry was an important component of his life. 
He was a member of Montclair Lodge (144) in New Jersey, and later 
moved to Clear Lake Lodge (1417) in Seabrook, Texas. Aldrin also 
reached the 33rd degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States, of which he took the 
insignia with him on board the spacecraft, claiming for the Moon the 
masonic jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Texas.

A fair amount of enamel loss is noted on the Mexico City coat of 
arms, but this is primarily limited to the yellow color, most of which 
has chipped away.

With very 
limited handling marks seen otherwise, we suspect the enamel loss 
is a result of manufacturing flaws vs. careless handling. Housed in 
a black leather clamshell case with a seemingly original paper card 
taped to the top with the name EDWIN E. ALDRIN typed onto it.

Mexico City was the first city of a worldwide Giant Leap goodwill 
tour for the Apollo 11 astronauts for which President Nixon supplied 
Air Force 2 to be at their disposal. The men, donning sombreros and 
ponchos, were eagerly greeted by thousands of Mexicans lining the 
streets in a parade. The chaotic scene would be repeated again and 
again over the next 38 days as they visited an additional 21 countries 
and met with numerous world leaders.

The Institute of North American Studies was created from the 
dream of two friends in 1951 as a private not-for-profit association 
which sought to foster cultural exchange between Catalonia and 
the United States of America.

Kennedy award is “given 
annually and alternately to a Spaniard and an American, who has 
made a distinguished contribution in a field of human endeavor... 
the arts, public service, international relations or science-reflecting 
the precepts and ideals of the late President.”

The Air League is the United Kingdom’s leading aviation and 
aerospace charity with a vision focused on changing lives through 
aviation. Established in 1960, the Air League Founders’ medal is 
awarded “For the most meritorious achievement in the whole field 
of British aviation or reaching its culmination during the calendar 
year under review.’ The award was the gift of the late Mr. Stephen 
Marples, co-founder of the Air League with Colonel H S Massy in 
1909. Though the website for the club states these medals are struck 
in hallmarked silver-gilt by Spink and Son, the present medal is 
missing such hallmarks, the only clue to manufacturer being the 
name listed inside the case, John Pinches.

The 
gold medal is awarded for outstanding achievement in aviation, a 
distinction the Moon landing surely qualifies for.

The Donovan Award was created by the OSS Society, which was 
founded by Donovan in 1947. The award is presented to “someone 
who has exemplified the distinguishing features that characterized 
General Donovan's lifetime of public service to the United of States 
of America as a citizen and a soldier”. OSS records online indicate 
that each of the Apollo 11 crew members were awarded a medal in 
1970. Other awardees over the years include Margaret Thatcher and 
multiple U.S. Presidents.

In September 1965, the U.S. Congress established the Father Marquette 
Tercentenary Commission to commemorate the 300th anniversary 
of Jacques Marquette’s explorations of the northern Great Lakes and 
Mississippi River Valley. The commission granted a five year period, 
1968-1973, to honor Marquette. The commission authorized multiple 
events including the composition of a symphony, a symposium, and 
the awarding of Marquette University’s first Pere Marquette Discovery 
Medals to the Apollo 11 astronauts at the Discovery award dinner on 
November 8, 1969. Along with the Discovery medals, Tercentenary 
Commission medals (as here) were also awarded to the three 
astronauts. In speaking of the awards, President John P. Raynor said 
“Like Father Marquette, the Apollo 11 astronauts share in full measure 
the qualities which distinguish all great explorers - a questing spirit, 
uniqueness in deed and a consuming dedication to the betterment of 
civilization” 

Even apart from the obvious appeal of being an Aldrin-awarded 
medal, these rarely seen Philadelphia Mint issues appeal to Mint 
medal collectors as well.

The links along the upper reverse border are faint, yet still 
discernible, and only in the center of the obverse do we note 
considerable loss of detail. Digs and pits in the centers on both 
sides join with a lengthy scratch at the right obverse to explain 
the PCGS qualifier. If ever there was an example of this type 
that upheld the traditional story of commercial use in America 
during the Revolutionary War, this would be it. Based on 
modern scholarship (see below), however, this specimen is 
more likely a (very) poorly handled collector piece. 


The earliest known published record of the Continental “dollar” 
came, oddly enough, in the German book Historical and 
Genealogical Almanac, or Yearbook of the Most Remarkable 
New World Events for 1784 by Matthias Christian Sprengel. 
A few years later, in 1786, Bishop Richard Watson's Chemical 
Essays (Volume IV) also mentioned the Continental “dollar” 
Watson was a professor of chemistry and divinity at Cambridge 
sanctioned by the British Crown. Although the authors of these 
early publications obviously believed that the Continental 
“dollars” were coins of American manufacture, no documentary 
evidence was provided to substantiate this claim, a fact that has 
long troubled numismatic researchers. 


Recent research and a two-part article by Erik Goldstein 
and David McCarthy entitled “The Myth of the Continental 
Dollar” published in the January and July 2018 editions of The 
Numismatist challenge the long accepted theories surrounding 
these coins. They discovered that a long string of early Americans 
went on the record to mention that they had never seen or heard 
of such a thing as a Continental dollar coin. Paul Revere and 
Josiah Meigs both went on the record within a decade of the end 
of the American Revolution to correct Bishop Watson's report 
that the pewter “dollar” was an American coin. 


That the Continental dollar was intended as a medal and not 
a coin, and that it was struck in London in 1783 instead of an 
unknown American location in 1776, changes very little in the 
scheme of things. The Libertas Americana medal was coined 
in Paris but is consistently rated as among the most desirable 
American numismatic collectibles; the Continental “dollar” 
should not forfeit a similar place in the hearts of American 
collectors. It remains scarce, attractive, historic and valuable. It’s 
a piece that Paul Revere — no man of letters, typically — felt 
passionately enough about to write a missive to the Bishop of 
London. And it’s a piece that all of us grew up looking at and 
wanting to own, just as every generation of American collector 
since 1823 has. Indeed, the inclusion of a Continental “dollar,” 
even one such as this, will continue to help define the difference 
between an average and outstanding collection of early 
American types.

A prominent void in the 
planchet is evident at 11:30 on the reverse, which affected the wear 
pattern on the obverse and has resulted in the near-total loss of the 
digit 3 in the date. The first three digits are bolder, however, and the 


top of the 3 is discernible. Ruddy-brown and olive-copper patina 
overall. Struck in the first year of coinage operations at the United 
States Mint in Philadelphia, the 1793 half cent is the only date of 
the Flowing Hair, Liberty Cap type with Liberty’s head facing to the 
viewer's left. As such, the demand from half cent specialists and type 
collectors is strong for examples at all level of preservation.

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1794 C-1a. Rarity-3. Normal Head. Large Edge Letters. AU- 
58 (PCGS). Deep chocolate-brown surfaces on obverse and 
reverse, quite smooth for the issue, as half cents of this date are 
remarkable for being irregular and rough. Even within this high 
grade, one would probably need to inspect from one to two 
dozen examples — strictly theoretical, as no such opportunity 
would ever exist — to find another that matches this. The present 
coin is thought to rank among the Condition Census (defined as 
the six best specimens of this die variety), and handily exceeds 
the quality of most at the PCGS-certified grade level by virtue of 
its choice surfaces and eye appeal. (Our last offering of this coin 
was in March 2019, when it was certified MS-63 BN by NGC, 
and we feel that it is also superior for the variety at that grade 
level.) The details on obverse and reverse are superb, with just 
about all design elements fully struck, save for a few of the high 
points. The dies clashed prior to the striking of this piece, with 
the result that on the obverse before the lips and chin are incuse 
impressions of the leaves on the reverse; on the reverse, to the 
left of the letter H in HALF can be seen some evidence of the hair 
strands from the other side. The rim is well defined, with all of 
the denticles distinct, not a single exception. A few tiny scattered 
marks are mentioned for accuracy. The most interesting aspect 
of this obverse die, a repunched date with the original numerals 
far south of the dominant date, is plain to the naked eye. Manley 
Die State 3.0, with clash marks visible between the cap and hair 
below the letter L in LIBERTY, in front of Liberty’s face and 
below her chin. A rarely visible fine die crack is plain at the tops 
of the letters IBE in LIBERTY. The reverse is rotated 30 degrees 
counterclockwise from normal coin alignment. 


The 1794 is properly considered a distinct type within the half 
cent series, as even a casual comparison with the Small Head 
style of 1795 to 1797 will reveal a dramatic difference. It has 
been our experience that of all the half cent types, the 1794 is 


far and away the most difficult to obtain in high grades, handily 
eclipsing the even more famous 1793 Head Left, and by a 
large factor. Indeed, although the 1794 is not rare as a date in 
comparison to the famous 1793, all bets are off when it comes to 
pieces such as this, offering a combination of high grade, smooth 
planchet surfaces, and excellent eye appeal. Using these criteria, 
the 1794 Large Head type is the most difficult to obtain in the 
entire series. Only a few varieties of 1794 half cents are known in 
such remarkable grades as this, with this Cohen number notably 
scarcer than the C-9 in grades exceeding EF. A type collector 
could hardly seek a finer specimen than offered here, a coin that 
would also serve as a focal point in a specialized half cent variety 
collection. 


Copper supplies for the early Philadelphia Mint were from 
many different sources and the quality and purity of the metal 
varied. For 1794 the metal, after refining at the Mint, remained 
generally unsatisfactory, probably due to impurities and other 
unwanted elements, although we are not aware of any analysis 
that has ever been done. Not generally known is the fact that 
copper half cents and cents were usually profitable for the Mint 
to produce, as after the early years the amount of copper needed 
to make these coins was less than face value. This in contrast to 
the full or nearly full weight of metal required for silver and gold 
coins. Accordingly, the more copper coins that could be made, 
the greater the profits would be.

The accepted mintage for this issue is 81,600 coins, achieved in 
five deliveries during early to mid 1794:

After determining the die emission sequence, and also 
considering the number of coins extant, William R. Eckberg 


and Ronald P. Manley were able to ascertain exactly which die 
pairings were included in each of the deliveries for this issue. As 
published in Eckberg’s 2019 reference The Half Cent, 1793-1857: 
The Story of Americas Greatest Little Coin, C-7, C-8 and C-9 
together comprise the 23,600 coins delivered on July 8. With 
approximate 750 survivors in all grades, Cohen-9 is an excellent 
candidate to represent the High-Relief Head Guide Book variety 
of the 1794 half cent in a type set. It is not, however, the most 
common variety of the 1794 half cent as once thought, for that 
honor now goes to the C-4 Normal Head. The two dozen or 
so high grade examples of the 1794 C-9 in numismatic hands 
are split fairly evenly between About Uncirculated and Mint 
State grades.

Satiny surfaces are hard, tight 
and pleasingly smooth. Closer inspection with a loupe reveals 
scattered carbon deposits and a few light marks on the obverse, 
but these are ancient and, in the case of the former, provide 
further evidence for the undeniable originality of the surfaces. 
There are no blemishes of note on the reverse, and microscopic 
roughness in the planchet at and before Liberty’s portrait on the 
obverse is as made.

The famed 1 Above 1 die error is perhaps the boldest die 
punching error in the entire U.S. coinage series.

Frossard, writing in 1879, seems to have mistaken it for a die 
break, perhaps incredulous that such a remarkable error could 
have been left in the die. Most specimens of this variety are struck 
over cut-down Talbot, Allum & Lee (T.A.L.) tokens, Breen’s 1c 
attribution. Though this example shows no evidence of any 
undertype, it does not necessarily indicate a virgin planchet was

used. In fact, Manley asserts that most, if not all of the coins that 
Breen attributes as 1a (rolled copper planchet stock) are simply 
examples that show no evidence of the T.A.L. undertype. The 
extremely rare and unconfirmed B-1b attribution corresponds 
to planchet stock derived from cut down spoiled cents. 


C-1 is the most available 1797 half cent die marriage and the 
only one corresponding to the 1 Above 1, Plain Edge Guide 
Book variety. As such, examples are eagerly sought among 
type collectors. The surviving population of high grade coins 
is generous by the standards of the Liberty Cap series, but 
Bill Eckberg (2019) notes that “at least twenty are known in 
AU or better” — a paltry total that is in no way sufficient to 
meet demand from quality conscious early copper enthusiasts. 
The condition rarity of the present example is enhanced by its 
standing as one of only two AU examples to have met with 
strict CAC approval. A highly significant offering worthy of the 
strongest bids.

The Unique Proof 1819/8 Newcomb-1 Cent 


Ex Dupont-Pittman-Twin Leaf 
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1819/8 N-1. Unique as a Proof. Large Date. Proof-64 BN 
(NGC). This coin was part of the fabulous holdings of John Jay 
Pittman for more than 40 years, commencing with his purchase 
of it in our (Stack’s) 1954 Anderson-Dupont sale for $70. When 
it was next offered for sale, presented by the astute David Akers 
in 1997, it was described in part, as follows: 


“Full mirror fields and beautiful medium tan surfaces that 
are enhanced with magnificent, light iridescent multicolored 
toning that is a blend of various shades of blue, greenish-gold, 
violet and russet. The coin is very sharply struck with broad 
even dentils all around, and sharp stars. There are a few tiny 
scratches and marks, as well as a few pinpoint carbon flecks, 
spots and verdigris, but the overall appearance of the coin is 
still excellent.” 


We find little to add to that characteristically precise description 
beyond noting the evidence of die clashing seen on the reverse 
center, just as mentioned by Noyes as “usually seen.” Noyes Die 
State A/A. 


At the most generous of estimations, there could be two Proof 
impressions of this issue, this one which stands unchallenged, 
and a second specimen that has been called Proof in the past, 
including when it appeared in the 1910 Mougey sale as lot 121. 
However, the Proof status of that piece has been called into 
question in more recent times and it has yet to be confirmed by 
authority Denis Loring, keeper of the most complete census of 
Proof large cents. 


When C. Douglas Smith described this coin in our 1954 sale 
of the Charles J. Dupont coins, he did so with only the slightest 
hedge, adding “(?)” after his “Proof” designation, but then 


continued to explain why it was in fact Proof, commenting in 
closing that it “may be an extreme rarity as such” Walter Breen, 
writing in his Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof 
Coins, listed this coin first, among two or potentially three 
examples but, as he suspected, there was duplication and only 
two coins were actually represented. Back to David Akers 
writing in the Pittman catalog, no question was levied on the 
status of this coin and his keen sense in such matters earned him 
high respect from his peers. 


Prior to our 1954 sale, the last public offering of this coin we are 
aware of was in the 1923 S.H. Chapman sale of the Dr. Henry 
W. Beckwith Collection. Noted large cent connoisseur, John W. 
Adams wrote in his study of American auctions, United States 
Numismatic Literature, that the Beckwith sale was “the finest 
collection of high condition cents ofall time,’ shining impressive 
light on the first collector recorded to have owned the present 
coin. Dupont and Pittman are famous for the great coins in 
their collections, and as for Twin Leaf, our offerings from that 
cabinet in recent years speak volumes of the collector’s taste for 
the finest coppers.

Enticing cobalt 
blue undertones to dominant steely-copper patina, both sides also 
retain traces of faded mint red color in the protected areas around and 
among some of the design elements. Sharply struck and well centered 
with a smooth and inviting satin texture. The 1820 Newcomb-13 is one 
of the most available varieties of large cent from the famous Randall 
Hoard. This hoard, which contained thousands of large copper cents 
mostly dated from 1817 through 1820, was rumored to have been 
found beneath a railroad platform in Georgia some time after the Civil 
War, but before 1869. Supposedly hidden in a small keg (or multiple 
kegs), the hoard was named for John Swan Randall of Norwich, New 
York, who purchased the coins after they had changed hands several 
times since their discovery. After Randall’s death in 1878, the coins 
that remained were offered at auction by Edward D. Cogan. The most 
readily obtainable variety from the Randall Hoard is the 1818 N-10, 
followed by the 1820 N-13 (offered here).

Struck in bronze, the 
new denomination was not subject to hoarding and, as such, 
initially proved popular in commerce. After the War, however, 
production rapidly dropped off until the two-cent piece was 
ultimately consigned to the history books in 1873. 


While plans for the new denomination were being finalized, 
Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase had heard the appeals 
of Reverend Mark R. Watkinson of Pennsylvania and decided 
that the new two-cent coin would include a statement of faith, 
ultimately settling on INGOD WE TRUST. The new coin was 
ready by 1864 and the first versions introduced bore the motto 
on the obverse in small letters on a ribbon above the shield, 
flanked by laurel sprays. Not long after its debut, the obverse hub 
was modified to render the letters somewhat larger, and this hub 
became the standard for the rest of the series. The Small Motto 
variety is an important rarity.

Half dimes were the first denomination struck by the United 
States Mint. After the “small beginning” of half dismes in 1792, 
the next issue of half dimes came a couple of years later with 
the Flowing Hair type designed by Robert Scot. While the dies 
for the 1794 half dimes were ready by year’s end, they were not 
put into service until 1795. All told, 86,416 Flowing Hair half 
dimes were struck, of which 78,660 were dated 1795. In 1796, 
the obverse was replaced with the Draped Bust motif. 


With Liberty’s distinctive flowing hair and the delicate small 
eagle on the reverse, this design type has long been a favorite 
among devotees of early American coinage. Demand among 
type collectors has remained steady over the years and has 
put pressure on the 1795-dated pieces. The denomination saw 
heavy use in commerce and the vast majority of specimens are 
found at lower circulated grade levels, and many are damaged or 
otherwise impaired. While PCGS estimates approximately 1,750 
pieces are known, less than one-tenth are Mint State.

Simply put, this is one of the rarest and most desirable coins 
in this sale. It is also beautiful, with both sides displaying a 
blend of lavender-gray and olive-charcoal patina. Iridescent 
undertones of antique gold, cobalt blue and salmon-pink are 
more vivid and varied on the obverse. The strike is razor sharp 
throughout, and the fields offer appreciable reflectivity under 
a light. Expertly preserved, visually appealing and undeniably 
rare, this coin would serve as a highlight in the finest collection 
of Proof Liberty Seated coinage. 


Struck at a time before the United States Mint began marketing 
Proof coins to collectors on a wider scale, the 1849 Liberty 
Seated dime is a major rarity in this format. For each year during 
the 1840s, the Mint produced only a few Proof sets for official 
purposes or distribution to the few numismatists active in the 
Northeast during that decade. Mintages were not recorded, so it 
is impossible for us to know exactly how many Proof 1849 dimes 
were coined. Given the paltry number of survivors (see below), 
we believe that no more than 10 specimens were produced. 
Perhaps not surprisingly, auction appearances for this issue 
are few and far between, underscoring the significance of this 
bidding opportunity. 

All known Proof 1849 dimes were struck from an obverse die 
that had long been considered an 1849/8 overdate. On the 
website seateddimevarieties.com, Liberty Seated dime specialist 
Gerry Fortin calls this attribution into question: 


“In 1849, the mint changed the logotype from the large dates 
of 1847 and 1848 to the smaller date punch found on 1849 
dies. Acknowledging this fact, it is difficult to justify that the 
date on the 1849 obverse die would be an 1849/8 overdate 
given the large date punch of 1848. If one examines the date 
positions of the 1849 proof die against that of the 1848 dies, 
with the larger date punch, it is immediately evident that the 
1849/8 overdate theory should be seriously questioned.” 


In our opinion Fortin is correct, and we believe that the obverse 
die of this issue is a Repunched Date, not an overdate. 


We are able to trace this jewel back over 75 years to J.C. 
Morgenthau’s sale of January 1943. It appeared in lot 443 and 
was called “Brilliant proof. Ex[tremely] rare” and garnered a 
top bid of $26 which was remarkable for the era. The winning 


bidder was famed Proof specialist Floyd T. Starr, in whose 
collection this piece would reside for the following five decades. 
We had the privilege of selling Starr’s legendary collection over 
the course of two sales, dispersing his incredible cabinet of half 
cents and large cents in our (Stack’s) sale of June 1984, and later 
handling his gold, silver, and minor coinage in October 1992. 
This coin was featured as lot 366 in the October 1992 auction, 
cataloged as a “Gem Brilliant Proof” having “virtually flawless 
fields.” For most of the three decades since, it has seemingly 
been handled privately, emphasizing the present public offering 
as a truly significant event for Liberty Seated dime specialists.

The same letter I is also repunched, as is the left base of the 
letter E in AMERICA, and there are prominent die lines from 
the tip of the eagle's left wing and the upper serif of the letter R 
in AMERICA. Tompkins 4/2, represented here, is the latest die 
state known, both sides with clash marks in the fields around the 


central devices. The obverse also exhibits a series of fine cracks: 
from the border through star 15 into the field toward Liberty’s 
throat; from star 15 to the center of the digit 5 in the date; and 
from the border through the two lowest points of star 5. 


The reported mintage for half dollars during calendar year 1795 
is 317,844 coins, all of which were delivered from February 4 to 
June 5 of that year in eight warrants. Since numismatic scholars 
believe that most (if not all) of the 18,164 examples delivered 
in Warrant No. 3 on February 4, 1795 were from 1794-dated 
dies, the mintage for the 1795-dated issue is usually given as 
299,680 pieces. Steve M. Tompkins (2015) believes that O-119 
was the first die marriage produced for the 1795 half dollar, “the 
reverse working die made from a Type II master hub/die, and 
most likely...a left over from 1794” If Tompkins’ die emission 
sequence is correct, and despite its late die state, the offered coin 
was among the earliest 1795-dated half dollars struck. It was 
preserved after having seen minimal commercial use, perhaps 
intentionally, or more likely as a matter of chance. In either case 
it is rare high grade survivor that is only one grade removed 
from Condition Census ranking for the 1795 O-119 dies. An 
equally significant offering for advanced type collectors and 
early half dollar variety enthusiasts.

Condition Census 1860 Silver Dollar 
Underrated Circulation Strike Issue

truly exceptional example of this often overlooked issue among 
No Motto Liberty Seated dollars. It is a wonderfully original 
near-Gem dressed in blended mauve-gray and steel-olive 
patina, the peripheries with vivid cobalt blue undertones. Both 
the strike and luster are full, and were it not for a few ancient 
marks on the obverse this coin would certainly have secured a 
Gem Mint State grade. The reverse alone, in fact, is an MS-65+ 
in quality.

Circulation strike silver dollar production remained strong in 
1860 in response to heightened demand for these coins to use 
in the export trade with the Orient. The Philadelphia Mint’s 
issue of that year was produced to the extent of 217,600 pieces 
— one of the highest totals in the entire Liberty Seated dollar 
series. Much of the precious metal for this issue was supplied by 
increased output from the Comstock Lode, which was largely 
shipped to the East and South where bullion brokers deposited 
it at the Philadelphia or New Orleans mints and requested 
dollars for use in the export trade. As with the 1859, many 
examples of the 1860 were probably included among the more 
than 1,250,000 silver dollars shipped to China in 1859, 1860 
and 1861. Other 1860 dollars were held domestically by banks, 
merchants and bullion brokers until acquired and subsequently 
melted by the Mint to provide bullion for the large mintages of 


subsidiary silver coins at Philadelphia in 1861 and 1862. Indeed, 
R.W. Julian believes that the recently produced 1859 and 1860 
Philadelphia Mint issues may have been disproportionately 
affected by this mass melting since they would have been the 
two issues most widely represented in bank reserves at the time. 


The wholesale destruction of coins through melting — either 
after export or at the Mint — explains why the 1860 is far rarer 
in all grades than the substantial mintage would suggest. Due to 
this discrepancy, the 1860 is one of the most underrated Liberty 
Seated dollars, a distinction it shares with such other relatively 
high mintage issues as the 1859 and 1869. In Mint State the 1860 
is very scarce in lower grades through MS-64 and rare any finer. 
This PCGS/CAC MS-64+ example is solidly in the Condition 
Census and ranks among the finest known for the issue. It is 
strongly suggestive of a coin that found its way into numismatic 
hands, or was otherwise handled with great care, immediately 
upon leaving the Mint in 1860.

Cleveland was defeated in his initial re-election bid in 1888, 
paving the way for the reopening of the Carson City Mint the 
following year. Coinage operations resumed fairly late in 1889, 
however, giving the facility enough time to strike only 350,000 
Morgan silver dollars. Although other CC-Mint Morgans have 
lower mintages, the 1889-CC was saved in far fewer numbers and 
ranks as the rarest Carson City Mint issue of the type.

Conversely, 
the 1892-S is one of the rarest issues of its type in Mint State. We 
suspect that a significant portion of the mintage was placed into 


commercial channels during the final years of the 19th century 
or early in the 20th century. Most coins remained in circulation 
for many years, explaining the sizable population of well worn 
survivors. According to Q. David Bowers (Silver Dollars & Trade 
Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia, 1993), at 
least one original bag was paid out by the San Francisco Mint 
during the 1920s. The rest of the mintage was almost certainly 
included among the 270,232,722 silver dollars that the federal 
government melted pursuant to the terms of the 1918 Pittman 
Act. As far as numismatic scholars know, this issue was not 
included in the silver dollar releases from the San Francisco 
Mint during the 1940s or 1950s, nor was it represented in the 
Treasury Department releases of 1962 to 1964. Today, the rarity 
of the 1892-S in Mint State is well known among Morgan dollar 
enthusiasts. With market appearances of such pieces few and far 
between, the opportunity to acquire this premium Mint State 
example deserves serious consideration.

Each 
distribution also included an accompanying 2000 Lincoln cent, as 
here. Only 5,500 examples of this variety were distributed, and many 
of these “Cheerios” dollars were obtained by non-numismatists who 
eventually spent the coins or otherwise mishandled them, explaining 
the rarity of high grade examples. The Boldly Detailed Tail Feathers 
variety was short lived, the Mint smoothing out the eagle’s tail feathers 
before commencing large scale Sacagawea dollar production later in 
2000. 


Also included in this lot is the original holder/Certificate of 
Authenticity, as jointly issued by Cheerios and the United States Mint. 
The box on the back of the Certificate, below the signature of Mint 
Director Philip N. Diehl, is blank without a NAME, EVENT or DATE 
filled in. Apart from having been opened to remove the coins, the 
holder/Certificate combination is in Extremely Fine condition with 
only minor signs of handling.

Proof gold dollar production at the Philadelphia Mint amounted 
to only 45 coins in 1876, though this would be the highest yearly 
total for the type from 1868 through 1880. We suspect that the 
increased mintage for this year was due to the United States 
celebrating its centennial in 1876, and the Mint anticipating 
increased sales to collectors seeking numismatic keepsakes. 
In the end, however, sales proved to be only marginally 
greater than for other years during that era. With an estimated

surviving population of only about 15 to 25 coins, we suspect 
that no more than 30 or 35 examples were actually distributed. 
The present example ranks among the finest of these extant 
pieces and would serve as a highlight in any cabinet.

The surfaces 
exhibit handsome color in olive-orange, and there is strong 
reflectivity in the fields. Indeed, the finish is prooflike, as might 
be expected given the limited mintage (see below). The design 
elements are sharply to fully rendered with a softly frosted 
texture. Evidence to support the PCGS qualifier is difficult to 
come by, and obviously minor, as the appearance is seemingly 
original and visually appealing. 


Beginning in 1829, quarter eagles were struck with a reduced 
diameter collar and a distinct upset rim that resulted from the 
introduction of the Mint’s new Rush & Muhlenberg coining 


press and modified dies by William Kneass. The modifications 
to the design along with the technological innovation made for 
coins with improved striking and wear characteristics. Even 
with the new press, quarter eagle production remained low, with 
just 3,403 struck in 1829. The half eagle remained the preferred 
coin of contemporary bullion depositors throughout the early 
19th century, and it was that denomination that claimed the 
lion’s share of the gold deposited with the Mint each year. The 
1829, in fact, has the lowest mintage in the Reduced Diameter 
portion of the Capped Head Left quarter eagle series and, while 
it is not the rarest date, it is still highly elusive with only 70 to 
90 coins extant in all grades (per John W. Dannreuther, 2006).

The 1909 is the second issue in the Proof Indian quarter eagle 
series, and it introduces the Satin Finish style for this type.

Perhaps because they were already 
disenchanted with the Proof 1908, many contemporary 
numismatists failed to order the Proof 1909. Much of the 
mintage failed to sell, and the coins left on hand eventually were 
destroyed through melting in the Mint. Today the 1909 is one 
of the rarest Proof Indian quarter eagles with fewer than 100 
coins extant in all grades (John W. Dannreuther, 2018, offers an 
estimate of 50 to 60 survivors). A small CAC population further 
highlights the significance and significant nature of this bidding 
opportunity for astute gold specialists.

Lustrous satin to 
modestly semi-prooflike surfaces are enhanced by gorgeous 
vivid pinkish-rose and golden-apricot. Both sides are sharply 
struck with an appearance that is far smoother than seen on the 
typical survivor of this key date issue. 


Only 1,000 circulation strikes were produced for the 1880 
three-dollar gold piece against a modest 36 Proofs delivered 
for the date — no matter the format you will be hard pressed 
to find an attractive example in any grade. Early 20th century 
dealer Henry Chapman insisted that much of the circulation 
strike mintage remained at the Mint and was later melted. As 
sometimes noted in other sources, the 2005 Bowers-Winter 


reference on the series suggests that there are some 140 to 170 or 
so examples of this issue known in Mint State, as here, but only 
35 to 45 circulated survivors. A century and more ago Thomas 
Elder was well known for finding $3 gold coins at banks and 
in jewelers’ inventories and is rumored to have “saved” several 
hundred pieces from destruction. Many were dated 1879 and 
1880, and many ended up with Chicago coin dealer Ben G. 
Green and notable collector John Beck. The present beauty may 
have been one of the Elder-Green-Beck pieces, though we are 
simply romanticizing here and have no way of knowing this 
coin’s earliest provenance. One thing is certain, however — the 
present 1880 is exceptionally attractive and would be a fine 
addition to any three-dollar gold cabinet being formed.

This is our first 
offering that we can recall for this highly elusive die pairing 
from the early half eagle series. The dies were in an advanced 
state of break up when this coin was struck (see below), 
although they still managed to impart bold to sharp detail to 
most design elements. The exceptions are in the centers, where 
the hair curls behind Liberty’s ear and the eagle's breast are quite 
blunt. Light high point rub is noted overall. The NGC qualifier 
concerns moderately heavy hairlining and a curiously bright, 
somewhat glossy texture. Light honey-gold color enhances the 
appearance, however, as do blushes of pale reddish-rose in the 
protected areas around some of the design elements. BD Die 
State e. 


Of the 24,867 1798 Heraldic Eagle $5s that the author believes 
were struck, John W. Dannreuther (2006) asserts that only 400 
to 800 were coined from the die pairing now identified as BD- 
7. The paltry mintage of this variety is obviously due to the 


early and severe break up of both the obverse and reverse dies, 
neither of which appears in any other pairing. BD Die State 
e is described by the author simply as, “further cracked with 
reverse die sinking, terminal state.” Expanding on this by using 
the present coin to illustrate this state, we note that the upper 
left obverse and upper right reverse are shattered by numerous 
heavy die breaks. There is even a prominent piece out of the 
reverse die at the left upright of the letter M in AMERICA. This 
is surely one of the final 1798 BD-7 half eagles struck before 
Mint employees were forced to retire both dies. 


With so few coins struck, BD-7 is the rarest of the three die 
pairings that correspond to the Small 8 Guide Book variety of 
this issue. It is also one of the rarest early half eagle varieties of all 
dates with Dannreuther accounting for only six to 10 survivors. 
This is only the third auction appearance for the variety during 
the 21st century that we have been able to trace, and the first in 
one of our sales. An important opportunity for the specialist 
that is unlikely to come along again anytime soon.

Dannreuther (2006) opines that only 3,000 to 6,000 examples were 
coined from this die pairing, survivors numbering just 50 to 65 pieces 
in all grades.

An Issue Struck Under the Authority of Three Different Governments

1861-O Winter-1, the only known dies. EF-40 (PCGS). OGH. 
This is a visually appealing and highly desirable example of one 
of the most eagerly sought Type I Liberty Head double eagles. 
Handsome deep honey-rose color is seen on both sides, with 
more vivid highlights of reddish-orange. Faint remnants of 
a frosty to modestly semi-prooflike finish can be seen, most 
intense in the protected areas around the devices. Overall boldly 
defined and free of singularly mentionable handling marks. 
With superior quality and eye appeal for this exceptionally 
challenging issue, we anticipate that this coin will find its way 
into an advanced collection of double eagles or Southern gold 
coinage. 


The desirability of the 1861-O double eagle is well established 
and stems from two important characteristics of this issue. First, 
the 1861-O is a scarce issue in all grades with no more than 175 
coins believed extant from a mintage of 17,741 pieces. Based 
on this estimate Doug Winter (2020) ranks the 1861-O seventh 
in rarity among the 13 New Orleans Mint issues in the Liberty 
Head double eagle series, ahead of the 1850-O, 1851-O, 1852-O, 
1853-O, 1857-O and 1858-0. 


Second, the mintage for the 1861-O comprises coins that were 
struck under three different governments — a unique occurrence 
in the Liberty Head double eagle series and a circumstance that 
has affected few other issues throughout U.S. coinage history. 
The mintage for the 1861-O can be divided as follows: 


-January 1-26, 1861: 5,000 coins struck under the authority of 
the United States of America 

-January 26-March 31, 1861: 9,750 coins struck under the 
authority of the State of Louisiana after it seceded from the 
Union and took over control of the New Orleans Mint 

-April 1-30, 1861: 2,991 coins struck under the authority of 


the Confederate States of America after Louisiana joined the 
Southern Confederacy 


Production of the 1861-0, therefore, closely followed the shifting 
political landscape of the nation during the months leading up 
to the outbreak of armed hostilities that started the Civil War. 
The close association of this issue with the Confederate States 
of America, in particular, confirms its desirability among 
specialized collectors, for the 1861-O double eagle is one of the 
few regular issue coins produced by that short lived government. 


All 1861-O double eagles were struck using a single pair of 
dies, however, and even the pieces produced by the Southern 
Confederacy bear the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
as part of the reverse design. The staff in the New Orleans Mint 
simply had no other way of creating or otherwise obtaining new 
dies after the facility left Union control, and it was forced to use 
what tools were on hand to strike limited quantities of coins 
before the supply of bullion became exhausted. 


How, then, do numismatists differentiate between those 
coins struck by the Union, the State of the Louisiana, and the 
Confederate States of America? The process is imprecise and 
somewhat conjectural, but Doug Winter has identified a late die 
state of this variety (Die State III) with a bold date and an obverse 
die crack (as made) from the rim outside star 2 to Liberty’s chin. 
He believes that those late die state examples were struck by the 
Confederate States of America, and we see no reason to doubt 
that attribution. 


The coin we offer here, however, is an early die state example 
(Die State I) with the digits in the date weakly impressed and 
no die crack on the obverse. This coin is almost certainly one 
of the 5,000 1861-O double eagles struck by the United States 
of America between January 1 and 26 of that year. Assigning 
this coin to the United States of America seems particularly 
appropriate since there is also an intermediate die state (Die 
State II) known to exist for this issue on which the base of the 
digit 8 in the date has been strengthened by Mint personnel. Die 
State II examples probably represent some (but perhaps not all) 
of the coins struck under the authority of the State of Louisiana.

1862-S AU-55 (PCGS). A vivid and lustrous example dressed in deep 
orange and golden-rose colors. While the economic repercussions of 
the Civil War resulted in a sharp decrease in double eagle production 
at the Philadelphia Mint beginning in 1862, the San Francisco Mint 
remained busy churning out generous numbers of these coins. Records 
state that 854,173 examples were struck at the California facility. These 
coins circulated on the West Coast in an era in which they were not 
seen in commerce in the East and Midwest. Although less than 1/2 
of 1% of the mintage for the 1862-S is extant, circulated examples 
exist in such numbers — Bowers (2004) says 2,500 to 3,500 pieces 
— that locating one should be relatively easy under normal market 
conditions. With Mint State survivors of the 1862-S highly elusive in 
today’s market, this Choice About Uncirculated example is sure to see 
spirited bidding among advanced double eagle collectors.

Bold to sharp detail and vivid 
medium gold color are strong suits for this scarce date Type I $20 Lib. 
Federal records report that 204,235 circulation strike double eagles 
were coined at the Philadelphia Mint during 1864, and due to the 
continued problem with hoarding — which lasted until late December 
1879 — none were used in regular day-to-day transactions in the 
eastern half of the United States. It seems that many were exported, 
and to the extent that this happened, most were likely melted into 
bullion, as examples have not turned up in European bank hoards to 
any great extent. We estimate a surviving population of between 300 
to 450 pieces, most of which grade VF or EF. This About Uncirculated 
example is a more affordable alternative at its grade level with much to 
offer the budget minded gold enthusiast.

The San Francisco Mint 
produced 774,700 double eagles during the year 1889, a typically large 
production figure for the West Coast facility. David W. Akers, writing 
in 1982, noted that prior to the 1960s, the 1889-S was rare in Mint State 
and that some major collections of the era such as Roach, Flanagan, 
Atwater, Baldenhofer, Melish, and many others had to be satisfied with 
circulated specimens. Beginning on an especially large scale in the 
1960s, and to a much greater extent in subsequent years, Uncirculated 
examples from overseas hoards were imported back into the United 
States, so that by 2004 when Q. David Bowers penned his Guide Book 
of Double Eagles, he supplied a high-end estimate for Uncirculated 
examples at 2,500 or more coins. The typical example grades no finer 
than MS-63, however, and the present specimen is scarce from a 
condition standpoint. 


This important coin entered the numismatic market as part of the 
famous Saddle Ridge Hoard. One of the most significant gold coin 
finds of recent decades, the Saddle Ridge Hoard was discovered in 2013 
in the Sierra Nevada Mountains east of San Francisco. A couple were 
out enjoying a February walk with their dog on a trail that ran along 
the ridge when they spotted a metal can near an old tree. Digging with 
a stick, they uncovered a sealed can they originally thought was full of 
lead paint due to the weight. They brought it back to their residence 
where they found it was full of double eagles. They returned to the 
find site, this time armed with a metal detector. All told, the property 
owners found 1,427 coins contained in six cans totaling $27,980 in face 
value. Preferring to remain anonymous, the finders carefully reburied 
the coins then contacted Tiburon, California coin dealer Donald Kagin, 
whose firm helped evaluate the hoard and arrange for conservation 
as well as the eventual disposition of those pieces not retained by the 
family as mementos. The coins first became available for sale through 
Kagin’s and Amazon.com the evening of May 27, 2014, and within 72 
hours, half were sold. 


The Saddle Ridge Hoard will go down in the annals of numismatic and 
treasure hunting lore as the largest such find of buried gold ever found 
in the United States.

By the early 20th century gold coins no longer actively circulated 
within the United States, except for limited use on the West Coast, 
where local needs were easily met by the San Francisco Mint. As 
such, it seems that most 1904 Philadelphia Mint double eagles 
were used in international commerce, generally in the form of 
shipment to England or France. Hundreds of thousands of these 
coins returned to the United States beginning after World War 
Two, and the 1904 is the most available issue of its type in Mint 
State. At the Superb Gem Uncirculated level, as here, the 1904 


is an extraordinary condition rarity. Even our recent impressive 
offerings from the Fairmont Collection have not yielded an 
example certified finer than MS-66. The Cardinal Collection 
specimen that sold in our November 2017 Baltimore Auction 
was the previous record holder for highest graded 1904 double 
eagle in our archives; it was certified MS-66+ by PCGS. In fact, 
only one of the three PCGS MS-67s has ever sold at auction. 
The coin that realized $73,438 in Legend’s June 2019 Regency 
Auction 33 was a different example than that offered here, and it 
sold in a different market. We would not be surprised to see this 
beautiful specimen sell for an even stronger bid.

The High Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle is one of those 
coins that appear on most numismatists wish lists even if 20th 
century American gold is not a chosen field of study. The image 
of Liberty striding towards the viewer holding a torch and olive 
branch is one of the most familiar coin motifs and is recognizable 
by even those with the most casual interest in coins. 


The MCMVI High Relief double eagle has long been celebrated 
as one of the most beautiful coin designs in all of American 
numismatics. The story of its creation and the partnership 
between president and sculptor adds to the appeal of the 
novel design. In 1905, President Teddy Roosevelt, arguably the 
president who took the most active and personal interest in 
our coinage designs, was sadly disappointed with the mediocre 
appearance of America’s coinage designs of the era. The 
president had only recently taken an interest in ancient Greek 
coins, having seen some on display, and he vocally lamented 
the fact that the coinage of his “bully pulpit” era was mainly 
plain and uninspired in comparison to those ancient works of 
numismatic art. Accordingly, Roosevelt contracted with his long 
time acquaintance, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, paying the sum of 
$5,000 to him to redesign the entire U.S. coinage spectrum, from 
the small bronze cent all the way up the denominational ladder 
to the large gold double eagle. Saint-Gaudens, America’s most 
admired sculptor, kept his studio and family home in Cornish, 
New Hampshire, where he prepared the many sketches and 
working models for his ideas. By the summer of 1907, Saint- 
Gaudens had nearly completed the work on the Indian $10 
design as well as the new $20 design (which was based on his 
statue of Victory, part of the Sherman Victory Monument which 
stands proudly today in New York City’s Central Park). On 
August 3, 1907, Saint-Gaudens succumbed to cancer without 
having seen an example of his work in its legal tender form; his 
stunning design was finished by his assistant, Henry Hering. 
Meanwhile, a great “war” of words and bombast (Roosevelt 


called it his “pet crime”) had broken out between the Mint and 
Chief Engraver Charles Barber on one side, and the “Ol Rough 
Rider,” President Roosevelt, on the other. Barber was gravely 
upset that Roosevelt had unkind words for his dime, quarter, 
and half dollar designs (which had circulated as current coin 
of the realm since 1892), and he was also incensed over the fact 
that an outside artist had been chosen to redesign our country’s 
coinage. Further, Barber protested that the high relief of the dies 
would prevent the coins from striking, stacking at banks, and on 
and on, causing Roosevelt to state that the MCMVII $20 coins 
would be produced if it took all day to strike just one coin! 


Despite Barber's shenanigans, the MCMVII High Relief double 
eagles were eventually produced to the tune of several hundred 
pieces a day, though not without difficulties — each coin needed 
three blows from the dies to be rendered to its full design 
advantage. In time, however, some 12,867 High Relief MCMVII 
double eagles were produced to the president's satisfaction. Of 
those, at least two-thirds are of the Wire Rim variety. The Wire 
Rim was actually not intended as part of the overall design but 
rather was an artifact of the striking process. During striking, if 
the collar was not sufficiently tightened, metal would be pushed 
to where the coin’s edge and collar meet. Even the slightest 
misalignment of the obverse and reverse dies would force metal 
into the gap, forming the fin (as the Mint referred to this feature). 
A second collar was employed that largely eliminated the Wire 
Rim, resulting in the scarcer Flat Rim variety offered here, but 
the slow nature of the minting process eventually necessitated 
a reworking of the entire design to reduce the relief. Barber 
eventually redesigned the dies, making them flatter in depth 
and considerably less dynamic in appearance, and swapping the 
Roman numerals for Arabic. This style would continue through 
the demise of the series in 1933. 


We estimate that perhaps 6,000 coins are known for both 
varieties of the 1907 High Relief double eagle combined, or 
about half the mintage, as these were appreciated in their own 
time and many were saved. Premium quality examples, such 
as this near-Gem certified by NGC, enjoy particularly strong 
demand and are becomingly increasingly rare from a market 
availability standpoint.

In Leavenworth, Kansas, brothers Austin 
and Milton Clark and merchant Emmanuel Gruber each started out 
provisioning Colorado-bound miners. Hearing tales from returning 
prospectors about the difficulties in conducting trade with gold dust, 
they realized that a profitable enterprise could be had providing 
banking and assay services in the gold fields. In early 1860 they 
formed Clark, Gruber & Company as a bank, assay office and mint. 
While Milton Clark obtained dies and equipment in Philadelphia and 
New York, his partners headed to Denver to establish their office and 
mint. On July 5, they began striking coins in $2.50, $5, $10, and $20 
denominations made of gold dust of high purity. 


The coins were quickly accepted by the miners and soon Clark, 
Gruber & Co. became the most prolific of the Colorado coiners. The 
gold alloy initially used proved to be soft and prone to wear. In 1861, 
they added a higher concentration of silver to the alloy, all the while 
ensuring that the total gold content was roughly 1% higher than their 
federal equivalents.

6. Payment. Payment is due immediately upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer. Pay-
